The United 
Miners and the Western Federation 
of “Miners have been hostile to 
some extent and lutve regarded each 
other as rivals if not enemies. Yet 
irartsediately after tlie arrest of 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone, 
the United Mine Workers of Illi¬ 
nois telegraphed $5,000 to the 
Western Miners for the defense of 
their persecuted brothers, an act of 
fraternal solidarity so entirely un¬ 
expected tliat it deeply moved the 
Western Miners. They sltowed each 
other the telegram in silence, with 
tears in their eyes. Soon after, the 
United Miners in national conven¬ 
tion assembled, telegraphed another 
five thousand for the defense of 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone. 

The grand effect of this gener¬ 
ous support cannot be estimated in 
dollars and cents. The ynoral in¬ 
fluence was of far more value to 
the persecuted miners tlian any 
financial aid. It struck tt~i mine 
owners and the capitalistic despots 
like a thunderbolt. It was the 
voice of the working class, warning 
the violators of law and justice, 
“Thus far shah thou go and no 
further.” If justice is done to 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone. if 
they are released from their present 
false imprisonment, this will be be¬ 
cause of the class-conscious spirit 
of the workingmen throughout the 
country raising their indignant pro¬ 
test against the shameless viola¬ 
tions of justice which have bounded 
these innocent men. 

Comrade Foaten briefly btit 
vividly recited the liistory of the 
outrages in Colorado, of which he 
was an eye-witness; how the min¬ 
ers were simply asked "Will you 
return to work?” and at once ar¬ 
rested if they refused, the length of 
the term to which they were sen¬ 
tenced depending on the emphasis 
with which which they answered 
“No”, how the men when arreted, 
were beaten over the head rill the 
blood ran; how whim their wives 
clung to them and wept the officers 
threatened to arrest them; how men 
and women were put in the bull¬ 
pen only for the crime ef feeding 
the starving children of the men 
under arrest; how the miners and 
those who sympathized with-them 
were deported; and bow through 
all these horrors. Comrade Hay¬ 
wood continually corresponded with 
the suffering strikers, counselling 
them to abstain from violence and 
give the persecutors no occasion to 
acuse them of bloodshed. And this 
is the man who is now accused of 
murder J&y the very same hounds 
whose lives he then saved. 

1 The persecution of St. John, a 
young man barely thirty years of 
age, a pure -arid unselfish labor 
leader, a man who had always coun¬ 
selled against violence and regarded 
bloodshed with horror, is equally an 
outrage against everv principle of 
law and justice. The man for 
whose murder St. John is held, was 
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killed in a mining ramp in Colorado 
in toot. Comrade Flatten is famil¬ 
iar with the case, because he was 
one of tltc coroner’s jury which 
made the inquest. He knows -iluit 
St. John was in Telluride. four 
mile* awav, at the time the riot oc¬ 
curred in which the man was killed. 
Nobody thought of charging St. 
John with the murder at tltc time*. 
But in 1902 something happened— 
St. John became a Socialist. The 
Socialist party put a ticket in the 
field and [Killed a large vote. In 
Telluride, wlierc St. John was a can¬ 
didate upon the Socialist ticket, our 
vote was 26 per cent of the entire 
vote. The Tcllir-ide paper then 
came out with a warning tliat 
“somethig must be done.” Some¬ 
thing was done—Comrade St. John 
was arrested for the murder which 
everybody knows he could not pos¬ 
sibly have committed.

It Makes a Difference. 

The French Revolution is the 
most intensely absorbing act in the 
whole drama of human history. To 
some it was a hideous nightmare. 

To others it was a terrible judg¬ 
ment day—a day of wrath ap¬ 
pointed for the crimes of kir>es. To 
measure the crimes that were com¬ 
mitted in the name of the people 
we must consider the crimes that 
were committed in the name of the 
old regime. The crimes that were 
committed by the Revolution have 
been made the most of. They have 
been fully catalogued. But tlie 
centuries were blind to the atrocities 
that were committed hv king and 
grandee against the people, they 
were deaf to the groans of those 
who were left to rot and die in the 
dungeons of feudal France. When 
Marie Antoinette was led to tlie 
guillotine alt the world stood 
aghast. Wlten the knife fell and the 
blood spurted and the headless 
trunk of a queen was carted off for 
burial, a thrill of horror encircled 
the globe.

Tltc Field millions arc the first 
of great modem American fortunes 
to conic to the probate court. After 
all direct legacies are paid, includ¬ 
ing the eight millions for tlie Field 
Columbian Museum, it is believed 
that considerable more than a 
hundred millions of dollars will re¬ 
main intact in trust for a period 
of forty years. Thus that useful 
process of disintegration of great 
estates by incompetent heirs, which 
is supposed to preserve us from the 
dangers of great concentration of 
personal property, lias been thwart¬ 
ed for a period of two generations 
by an ingenious use of trusteeship. 
It is likely enough tliat the same 
method will be followed with the 
Rockefeller fortune and other great 
fortune-'. 

The ultimate destinv of the vast 
Field wealth is confided to two 
voting boys, of whom neither the 
character nor the capacity can be 
predicted at present. And during 
the forty years of trusteeship no 
considerable portion of the estate 
can be diverted to public or charit¬ 
able uses. Thus the de’d owner 
keeps his grasp upon Iris treasure 
to the furthest limit of time per¬ 
mitted by law! Doubtless there is 
a kind of negative benefit to the 
public in the assurance tliat during 
tlie period of trust this lump of 
money will be invested honestly and 
conservatively. Nevertheless, its 
concentration in the control of a 
few and its inevitable growth con¬ 
stitute a real menace, which will be¬ 
come more widely realized as other 
multi-millionaires follow Marshall 
Field's example and tie up their 
(xissessions in a long trust. In any 
case, it is a pathetic exhibition of 
human pride—his desire to hold to¬ 
gether wliat one can no longer use.

When -i woman is as¬ 
sured of a good honorable liveli¬ 
hood she will not enter into a 
matrimonial bondage for the sake 
of a home, so-called. Consequently 
she will be governed by natural 
selection i:i her choice of a hus¬ 
band. l u-'cr these conditions only 
those who are congenial to each 
other will marry. This will greatly 
lessen the number of separations. 
However, Socialism does not pro- 
jiosc to owipel incompatible couples 
to live together and rear children 
in an atmosphere of hate and dread. 
An enlightened people would never 
permit such an unholy state of af¬ 
fairs to obiaiit. Capitalism chains 
together couples v.ho arc as un¬ 
suited companions as lion and lamb, 
and either by law of court or law of 
hunger, compels submission ana en¬ 
durance until the smouldering fires 
of hate inflame tlie sufferer to vio¬ 
lence or insanity. Many a woman 
lives with a human brute, willing 
rather to bear with his loathsome 
mistreatment than to rim die • isk 
of starvation for herself and chil¬ 
dren by causing his arrest, or by 
leaving his "protection.” 

Under capitalism both husband 
and wife are so overworked that the 
Ix-st of them has been given to toil;

The 
Federated Trades Council is rep¬ 
resented on the general committee 
of the exhibit by Bros. James Shee¬ 
han, Frederic Heath, Edw. Bcsen- 
berg and William Hammann. The 
exhibit, which was prepared by the 
National Tuberculosis Commission 
and has been taken from city to 
city, is designed not only to show 
what consumption is and how it 
can be avoided, hut also how it can 
tie cured before it has advanced too 
far. AU thF is well worth know¬ 
ing. Don’t miss this unusual op- 
port uni ty . 


mallpox is mentioned 
th- average jverson trembles in fear, 
yet smallpox is not nearly one-half 
as dangerous to its victims as con¬ 
sumption." He said: 

“In 1894 Milwaukee experienced 
a smallpox epidemic, 244 deaths of 
the disease ocurrcd, and people 
went about in fear and trembling, 
yet in this same period 481 persons 
died in this city of consumption and 
no attention was paid to it. This 
demonstrates the neglect and in¬ 
difference with which consumption 
is regarded.” 

He urged all workingmen to 
niakc it a point to visit the Tuber¬ 
culosis Exhibit when it reached 
! Milwaukee and to attend the lec¬ 
tures to be given in connection with 
it, as the knowledge tliere imparted 
meant the saving of many human 
lives. Let the wage workers fol¬ 
low this advice and watch the daily 
papers for the time of the lectures 


I rades Council by Dr. J. H. Bcftel 
of this city, on the subject cf tuber¬ 
culosis. I he fact tliat the council 
delegates gave the doctor a rising 
vote of tiianks shows tliat they were 
glad to be enlightened on a sub¬ 
ject that so vitally concerns the 
working class. Very opportunely 
there had lvcen received by the offi¬ 
cers of the council a big bundle of 
leaflets on the subject of tubercu¬ 
losis from the A. F. of 1 .. and these 
were distributed to the delegates 
just preceding the doctor's talk. 

Dr. Beffcl said that more people 
die of tuberculosis annually than of 
all other contagious diseases com¬ 
bined. lie said that in eight years, 
from 1804 to 1902, a total of 3,986 
people died of tuberculosis in Mil- 
waukv,. while in the same period 
only 2.2 21 persons died of smallpox, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
and typhoid fever combined.
